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O  THE  STUDENT  about  to  enter  upon  the  most  important 
period  of  his  educational  career,  the  selection  of  an  Alma 
Mater  is  a  matter  of  most  vital  importance.  Congenial  en- 
vironment has  much  to  do  with  the  making  or  marring  of 
this  selection,  for  one's  efforts  to  assimilate  knowledge,  are  best  sub- 
served when  such  conditions  are  of  a  distinctly  agreeable  nature.  Any- 
thing, in  fact,  that  is  liable  to  disturb  the  mental  equilibrium  or  arouse 
antagonism,  is  bound  to  prove  detrimental  to  the  best  interests  and 
ultimate  success  of  the  one  so  affected. 

It  is  from  a  oneness  of  purpose  among  students,  and  between  student 
and  preceptor;  a  Proudly  developed  loyalty  to  one's  university,  {not 
jv^t  so  far  as  self-interests  are  concerned,  hut  in  everything  pertaining 
to  its  welfare  as  a  whole),  that  alone  can  emvnate  that  which  is  certain 
to  prove  of  greatest  good  and  most  enduring  'benefit  to  all  parties  con- 
cerned. 

Marquette  University  is  particularly  fortunate  in  the  many  excep- 
tional advantages  it  can  offer  to  those  who  aspire  to  the  innumerable 
triumphs  and  emoluments,  that  are  the  recognized  perquisites  of  a  suc- 
cessful professional  career. 

To  one  of  ambitious  temperament  the  field  is  a  most  inviting  one, 
obstacles  adding  but  zest  to  intelligent  endeavor,  while,  throughout  his 
entire  course,  the  deserving  student  experiences  renewed  confidence,  in 
the  moral  and  material  aid,  at  all  times  afforded,  by  those  to  whom  he 
has  entrusted  the  direction  of  his  education. 

Whether  it  be  in  the  Academic  Department,  College  of  Arts  and 
Sciences,  Department  of  Medicine,  Pharmacy,  Engineering,  Law,  or

With  such  facilities  as  these  at  his  command,  a  young  man,  having 
once  decided  to  fit  himself  for  a  professional  career,  need  have  no  hesi- 
tancy in  declaring  for  Milwaukee,  as  the  field  of  final  endeavor,  and 
deciding  on  Marquette  University,  as  the  medium,  through  which,  with 
reasonable  perseverence,  he  may  attain  to  the  heights  of  professional 
success. 
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GENERAL  ANNOUNCEMENT. 

In  presenting  the  Fifteenth  Annual  Announcement  of  the  INIedical 
Department  to  students,  alumni,  the  profession  and  the  general  public, 
we  desire  to  call  attention  to  the  fact  that  the  object  of  the  school  is  to 
give  such  professional  training  to  men  and  women  that  will  make'  them 
successful  in  the  actual  practice  of  medicine.  Its  efforts  in  the  past 
in  this  direction  have  been  so  gratifying  as  to  warrant  a  continuance 
of  its  educational  policy.  Clinical  teaching  will  be  especially  empha- 
sized in  the  third  and  fourth  years  of  the  course,  and  clinical  laboratory 
instruction  will  be  made  a  special  feature  of  the  senior  year's  work. 

A  study  of  this  announcement  will  show  that  the  work  in  the  College 
will  be  continued  along  those  lines  which  in  the  past  have  given  such 
satisfactory  results. 

Milwaukee  Free  Dispensary. 

Our  new  Free  Dispensary,  situated  in  the  College  building,  is  espe- 
cially fitted  with  the  view  of  furnishing  every  clinical  advantage.  It 
has  waiting  rooms,  consulting  rooms,  drug  room,  toilet  rooms  and  lava- 
tories so  arranged  as  to  be  especially  adapted  to  their  uses.  At  this 
Dispensary  thousands  of  cases  are  annually  treated,  thus  furnishing  the 
student  ample  opportunity  for  the  clinical  observation  of  disease  in  all 
its  forms.  To  secure  the  best  possible  results,  classes  are  divided  into 
sections  for  Dispensary  service,  thereby  giving  each  student  an  oppor- 
tunity of  coming  in  direct  contact  with  the  patient.  The  value  of  this 
dispensary  work  cannot  be  too  highly  appreciated.  During  the  coming 
year  the  dispensary  work  will  be  assigned  to  a  dispensary  superin- 
tendent, and  one  Chief  of  Clinics  from  each  clinical  chair.  Cases  will 
be  selected  and  referred  to  the  various  clinics  for  special  clinical  instruc- 
tion, while  those  cases  not  especially  valuable  for  the  clinical  amphi- 
theaters will  be  treated  in  the  presence  of  sections  of  the  fourth  year 
class.  In  connection  with  the  dispensary  an  obstetric  clinical  service 
will  be  established  among  the  poor  of  the  city,  to  which  members  of  the 
fourth  year  class  will  be  assigned. 

Trinity  Hospital. 

Trinity  Hospital,  connected  with  the  College,  is  well  established,  and 
as  a  college  adjunct  is  of  great  value  to  the  student  of  medicine.  During 
a  course  at  the  College  it  gives  the  student  the  valuable  opportunity  of 
seeing  disease  in  nearly  all  of  its  forms,  and  of  witnessing  many  surgi- 
cal operations  that  are  there  made  during  the  year.  In  connection  with 
the  hospital  is  a  large  clinical  amphitheater,  capable  of  seating  four 
hundred  students,  in  which  all  surgical  clinics  will  be  given.  Students 
will  be  admitted  to  the  free  wards  of  the  hospital  without  charge,  and 
will  receive  bed-side  instruction  from  competent  instructors.  In  the 
obstetrical  ward  students  will  receive  the  necessary  instruction,  in  prac- 
tical midwifery,  to  fit  them  for  the  discharge  of  those  duties  which  will 
devolve  upon  them  in  actual  practice. 

As  the  value  of  clinical  teaching  becomes  more  and  more  apparent, 
the  necessity  of  having  the  hospital  directly  under  the  control  of  the 
College  authorities  becomes  more  evident.  In  this  particular  the  Mil- 
waukee Medical  College  is  especially  fortunate  in  having  its  hospital 
under  its  own  roof,  where  students  are  guaranteed  the  fullest  possible 
freedom  consistent  with  the  best  interests  of  all  for  bed-side  study  of 
disease. 
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County  Hospital. 

In  addition  to  this,  regular  clinics  are  held  each  week  at  the  County 
Hospital.  This  institution  has  been  rebuilt  at  the  cost  of  nearly  a  quar- 
ter of  a  million  dollars  and  has  been  provided  with  a  beautiful  amphi- 
theater for  clinical  purposes.  Several  large  wards  have  been  added,  and 
the  new  arrangement  of  the  building  is  such  as  to  enhance  the  clinical 
advantages  in  that  institution.  Junior  and  senior  students  will  be  re- 
quired to  take  practical  work  in  this  institution.  The  street  cars  run 
directly  from  the  Milwaukee  Medical  College  to  the  County  Hospital, 
thus  obviating  a  loss  of  time  in  going  to  and  from  that  institution. 

Course  of  Study. 

The  course  of  study  required  of  all  students  who  are  candidates  for 
the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Medicine  (M.  D.)  extends  over  four  years.  The 
College  year  will  begin  Tuesday,  October  6th,  1908,  and  will  close  May 
24th,  1909.  All  work  outlined  in  this  announcement  will  be  required  of 
each  student.  The  College  reserves  the  right  to  make  at  any  time  it 
may  seem  desirable  such  alterations  or  additions  to  this  course  as  may 
in  its  judgment  be  necessary.  The  faculty  also  reserves  the  right  at  any 
time  to  terminate  the  connection  of  any  student  with  the  institution  for 
what  it  may  regard  as  moral  or  mental  unfitness  for  the  profession  or 
for  ungentlemanly  conduct  while  connected  with  the  school. 

Combined  Courses. 

The  requirements  of  this  age  upon  professional  men  are  such  that 
a  Collegiate  education,  if  not  an  absolute  necessity,  is  a  most  desirable 
acquisition.  Realizing  this  and  also  the  value  of  a  student's  time,  Mar- 
quette University  has  arranged  its  courses  in  Medicine  and  General 
Science  so  that  the  Degrees  of  Bachelor  of  Science  and  Doctor  of  Medi- 
cine may  be  acquired  in  six  years. 

Requirements  for  Admission. 

The  requirements  for  admission  to  the  Medical  Department  of  Mar- 
quette University  are  those  recommended  by  the  council  of  medical  edu- 
cation of  the  American  Medical  Association  and  approved  by  the  Wis- 
consin State  Board  of  Medical  Examiners.     They  are  as  follows: 

(1)  A  certificate  of  good  moral  character,  signed  by  two  reputable 
physicians  of  the  state  in  which  the  applicant  resides ;    and, 

(2)  As  evidence  of  satisfactory  preliminary  education,  a  medical 
student's  matriculation  certificate,  issued  by  the  state  board  of  med- 
ical examiners  or  its  authorized  agent,  this  certificate  to  be  issued  on 
(A)  acceptable  credentials,  or  (B)  on  successfully  passing  a  prelim- 
inary examination. 

A.  Acceptable  Credentials. —  (a)  A  degree  from  an  accredited  uni- 
versity or  college  of  arts  or  science;    or, 

(b)  A  diploma  from  an  accredited  four-year  high  school,  normal 
school  or  academy  which  required  for  admission  eight  years  of  study 
in  the  primary  and  intermediate  grades  and  which  furnished  a  prelim- 
inary education  of  at  least  15  units  (30  points  or  credits). — Association 
of  American  Medical  Colleges. 

In  1910  and  thereafter  in  addition  to  the  Medical  student's  matricu- 
lation certificate,  there  will  be  an  additional  requirement  of  one  year's 
work  in  Collegiate  Physics,  Chemistry,  Biology  and  Language. 
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Requirements  for  Advancement  in  Course. 

At  the  close  of  each  semester  students  will  be  examined  in  the  work 
they  have  done  during  that  semester  and  their  standings  entered  on  the 
College  record.  At  the  close  of  the  year,  students  who  have  given  the 
proper  attendance  and  passed  the  required  examinations  will  be  given 
credentials  entitling  them  to  advanced  standing.  Those  who  fail  to  pass 
the  examinations  satisfactorily  at  the  close  of  any  year  may  be  condi- 
tioned or  rejected.  If  conditioned,  an  opportunity  will  be  given  at  the 
beginning  of  the  next  College  year  to  make  up  these  conditions,  but  if 
rejected,  the  entire  work  of  the  year  must  be  repeated. 

Admission  to  Advanced  Standing. 

To  graduates  and  students  of  colleges  of  homeopathic  or  eclectic  med- 
icine as  many  years  as  they  have  attended  those  colleges  will  be  given, 
provided  they  have  met  the  previous  requirements  of  the  Association 
and  that  they  pass  an  examination  in  materia  medica  and  therapeutics. 

Students  from  other  medical  schools  who  apply  for  advanced  stand- 
ing must  present  to  the  Committee  on  Credentials  satisfactory  records 
for  all  work  in  which  credit  is  asked. 

Requirements  for  Graduation. 

Session  1908-1909. 

Students  who  have  completed  all  the  work  required  in  the  four  years* 
course  are  entitled  to  apply  for  the  degree  of  doctor  of  medicine  (M.  D.) 
under  the  following  conditions: 

1.  The  candidate  must  not  be  less  than  twenty-one  years  of  age  and 
must  be  possessed  of  a  good  moral  character. 

2.  He  must  have  attended  four  full  courses  of  lectures  in  a  medical 
college,  the  last  of  which  must  have  been  taken  in  this  college. 

3.  He  must  be  in  possession  of  tickets  showing  that  he  has  satis- 
factorily passed  all  branches  of  the  course. 

4.  He  must  be  in  possession  of  tickets  showing  that  he  has  attended 
at  least  three  cases  of  labor. 

5.  He  must  have  paid  all  fees  in  full. 

Requirements  for  Admission  to  Special  Courses. 

Graduates  in  medicine,  or  students  who  desire  to  pursue  a  special 
course  and  are  not  candidates  for  a  degree,  are  admitted  to  registration 
as  special  students  without  preliminary  examination.  Such  students,  to 
become  regular,  must  furnish  the  necessary  entrance  requirements  or 
pass  the  regular  entrance  examination.  Further  information  regarding 
such  courses,  fees,  etc.,  may  be  obtained  on  application. 

Instruction  in  Giving  Anaesthetics. 

Each  senior  student  will  be  required  to  familiarize  himself  with  the 
various  anaesthetics  and  their  administration.  For  this  purpose  the 
class  will  be  divided  into  small  sections  and  these  sections  will  be  as- 
signed to  the  official  administrator  of  anaesthetics  of  the  hospital  and 
clinics  for  instruction.  Each  applicant  for  the  degree  must  furnish  as 
a  credential  for  graduation  a  card  showing  that  he  has  had  this  in- 
struction. 
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Methods  of  Instruction. 

Instruction  will  be  given  by  lectures,  quizzes,  recitations,  clinics  and 
practical  work  in  the  Dissecting  Room,  Laboratories,  Hospital  and  Dis- 
pensary. 

Didactic  Lectures. 

Lectures  on  the  different  branches  will  be  given  by  the  various  pro- 
fessors on  their  special  subjects  throughout  the  term.  These  lectures 
will  be  arranged,  so  far  as  possible,  to  accommodate  all  students  in  at- 
tendance. The  intent  of  the  lectures  is  to  be  essentially  practical,  and 
yet  be  sufficiently  comprehensive  to  familiarize  the  student  with  the 
full  scope  of  the  subject  lectured  on. 

Quizzes. 

As  the  value  of  a  lecture  depends  largely,  if  not  wholly,  upon  its  full 
digestion  by  the  students,  daily  quizzes  will  be  conducted  with  the  view 
of  determining  the  students  knowledge  of  the  subjects  gone  over.  By 
these  quizzes  the  proficiency  of  each  student  will  be  ascertained,  errone- 
ous impressions  corrected  and  questions  of  doubt  cleared  up.  Prompt 
and  regular  attendance  at  the  quizzes  is  obligatory. 

Recitations. 

Observations  as  to  the  results  obtained  by  different  methods  of  in- 
struction in  medical  schools  have  led  to  the  conclusion  that  in  certain 
branches  the  best  interest  of  the  students  are  subserved  by  conducting 
class  recitations.  Taking  advantage  of  this  fact,  the  Milwaukee  Medi- 
cal College  has  made  the  necessary  provision  in  the  way  of  class  rooms, 
instructors,  etc.,  to  give  its  students  the  benefit  of  this  method.  Large 
classes  will  be  sub-uivided  and  the  different  sections  be  instructed  at 
different  hours. 

Clinics. 

Clinics  are  given  throughout  the  year  in  the  large  clinical  amphi- 
theater of  the  College  building,  at  Trinity  Hospital,  at  the  Milwaukee 
County  Hospital,  at  the  Hospital  for  the  Insane  and  at  the  New  Ma- 
ternity Hospital.  The  value  of  these  clinics  cannot  well  be  overesti- 
mated, furnishing,  as  they  do,  the  most  ample  opportunity  for  clinical 
study  and  observation.  Such  is  the  abundance  and  variety  of  material 
presented  at  these  clinics  and  hospitals  that  the  College  has  taken  a 
very  decided  step  in  advance  and  has  made  its  senior  year  exclusively 
clinical.  This,  we  believe,  is  the  most  progressive  step  taken  by  any 
medical  college  in  this  country  for  many  years,  and  we  feel  confident 
that  it  will  be  appreciated  by  students  generally. 

Clinical  Laboratory. 

Clinical  laboratory  investigations  are  conducted  in  connection  with 
the  work  done  at  the  different  clinics.  This  comparatively  new  and 
valuable  addition  to  the  work  of  the  medical  student  is  worthy  of  the 
greatest  encouragement.  Through  it  the  student  is  enabled  to  solve 
problems  for  himself  and  to  confirm  or  clear  up  conclusions  drawn 
from  clinical  observations. 
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Laboratories  in  General. 

No  school  to-day  can  hope  to  do  good  work  without  ample  laboratory 
space  and  reasonable  thorough  equipment,  for  in  the  laboratory  the 
foundation  is  laid.  The  laboratory  is  to  the  freshman  and  sophomore 
what  the  clinic  and  hospital  are  to  the  junior  and  senior,  the  field 
of  didactics  occupying  an  intermediate  and  overlapping  span  aiming  to 
unite  these  several  parts  into  a  compact  whole.  The  laboratories  of 
the  Milwukee  Medical  College  are  thoroughly  modern  and  fully  equipped 
so  that  students  may  feel  that  the  time  spent  therein  will  be  spent  to 
the  best  possible  advantage. 


DEPARTMENTS  OF  STUDY. 


DIDACTIC  AND  LABORATORY  COURSES. 
I. 


Anatomy. 

Professor — William  G.  Doern.    Associate — B.  F.  Peisch. 
Instructors  and  Demonstrators^ — B.  L.  Stinson,  A.  E.  Mieding,  A.  J. 
Somers,  C.  C.  Differt,  L.  J.  Manhoff,  W.  J.  Lonergan,  Phillip  A.  Fox. 

First  Year. 

Lectures— one  hundred  twenty  hours.  Demonstrations — two  hundred 
twenty  hours. 

The  first  semester  of  the  first  year  will  be  devoted  to  the  study  of 
Osteology.  The  second  semester  will  cover  the  study  of  Myology  and 
Syndesmology.  In  addition  to  the  regular  course  outlined  for  the  study 
of  the  above  named  subjects,  a  special  course  of  three  hours  per  week 
will  be  given  in  the  freshman  year  on  the  Anatomy  of  the  Circulatory 
System  after  the  dissections  are  made. 

Each  student  is  urged  to  purchase  a  skeleton  at  the  beginning  of  the 
first  year.  He  will  always  find  the  skeleton  useful  for  reference 
throughout  his  college  course  and  later  in  practice,  but  at  no  time  will 
he  have  greater  need  for  a  complete  and  perfectly  articulated  skeleton 
than  during  his  course  of  Osteology.  The  College  is  prepared  to  loan 
disarticulated  skeletons  on  deposit  of  a  small  sum  to  secure  their  return, 
but  the  articulated  skeleton  will  be  far  more  helpful,  and  really 
necessary  for  following  the  course  thoroughly. 

Second  Year. 

Lectures — one  hundred  fifty  hours.  Demonstrations — two  hundred 
twenty  hours. 

During  the  first  semester  of  the  Sophomore  Year  four  hours  per 
week  will  be  devoted  to  the  Anatomy  of  the  Brain  and  Nervous  System. 
During  the  second  semester  four  hours  per  week  will  be  devoted  to 
Visceral  and  Regional  Anatomy. 

A  special  demonstration  course  will  be  arranged  at  the  end  of  the 
first  semester  for  the  dissection  and  demonstration  of  the  brain.    The 
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class  will  be  sectioned  and  each  section  will  devote  two  hours  a  day 
to  this  special  demonstration  course  until  it  is  completed. 

The  entire  course  will  be  fully  illustrated  by  the  use  of  the  reflecto- 
scope  and  by  demonstrations  on  the  cadaver. 

Students  are  expected  to  complete  all  dissections  before  the  end  of 
the  Sophomore  year  at  which  time  the  final  examination  will  be  given. 
This  examination  will  be  oral  and  will  cover  the  entire  subject  of 
descriptive  anatomy. 

Embryology. 

The  course  in  Embryology  will  consist  of  didactic  lectures  and  a 
practical  laboratory  course  of  three  hours  per  week  and  will  be  given 
at  the  beginning  of  the  Sophomore  Year  under  the  supervision  of  the 
department  of  Anatomy. 

Students  will  be  required  to  complete  the  course  In  Embryology  be- 
fore completing  the  course  on  Visceral  and  Nervous  Anatomy. 

Practical  Anatomy. 

The  commodious,  well  lighted  and  well  ventilated  dissecting  room 
on  the  fifth  floor  of  the  College  building,  with  its  adjoining  toilet  rooms, 
reading  room,  and  locker  room,  in  which  each  student  has  a  separate 
locked  compartment  in  which  to  keep  his  clothing,  instruments,  books, 
Is  complete  in  its  appointments  and  is  well  kept.  The  work  is  done 
under  the  direction  and  supervision  of  the  professor  of  anatomy  and 
the  demonstrators  and  assistants.  The  supply  of  cadavers  is  plentiful 
and  every  care  is  exercised  to  preserve  and  supply  the  material  In  per- 
fect condition.  Dissecting  material  is  supplied  to  the  students  free  of 
charge.  Each  student  is  required  to  dissect  the  entire  body.  A  charge 
will  be  made  if  more  than  four  parts  are  used  by  any  student.  The 
work  will  be  assigned  from  Cunningham's  Dissector,  which  will  be  fol- 
lowed very  closely.  Each  student  must  secure  a  text  book  In  order  to 
do  the  work  easily  and  thoroughly. 

During  the  first  year  each  student  will  be  required  to  dissect  an  arm 
and  a  leg,  which  will  constitute  two  parts. 

During  the  second  year  each  student  will  be  required  to  dissect  the 
"thorax  and  abdomen"  and  the  "head  and  neck,"  each  of  which  shall 
constitute  one  part.  The  brain  is  dissected  and  drawings  are  made 
from  sections  made  in  the  laboratory  course  provided  especially  for 
that  purpose. 

Antiseptic  and  deodorant  solutions  will  be  supplied  each  day  by  the 
assistants,  and  each  student  will  be  held  responsible  for  the  care  of  his 
part  of  the  subject.  A  final  examination  will  be  given  after  the  com- 
pletion of  each  dissection,  and  oral  quizzes  will  be  given  each  week. 

Surgical  Anatomy. 

Professor— R.  G.  Sayle. 

Instructor — A.  M.  Bodden. 

During  the  year  a  thorough  and  practical  course  will  be  given  in 
Surgical  Anatomy  by  Dr.  R.  G.  Sayle.  Each  region  will  be  care- 
fully considered  and  the  important  anatomical  points  will  be  studied  in 
their  relation  to  the  various  pathological  lesions,  general  diagnosis  and 
surgical  procedures.  Oral  quizzes  and  a  final  oral  examination  will 
cover  the  entire  subject  matter  of  the  course. 
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Physiology. 


Professor — Albert  H.   Brundage.     Associate — A.  H.   Sanford. 

The  study  of  Physiology  continues  through  two  years.  During  each 
year  from  two  to  five  hours  each  week  will  be  devoted  to  this  subject. 
The  instruction  will  consist  of  laboratory  work  supplemented  by  lectures 
and  recitations.  Real  physiological  processes  as  observed  in  living 
organisms  will  be  the  subject  of  observation  and  investigation.  The 
chief  object  will  be  to  develop  the  powers  of  observation  of  real  facts, 
rather  than  to  memorize  what  is  in  the  text-books.  Text-books  will  be 
used  as  a  guide  to  the  work.  Each  student  will  be  required  to  do  real 
work,  such  as  testing  the  reaction  of  proteids  and  starches,  the  solu- 
tion and  emulsification  of  fats,  artificial  digestion,  the  reaction  of  blood, 
the  mecho-legal  tests  of  blood,  counting  the  corpuscles  and  estimation 
of  haemoglobin,  microscopic  examination  of  the  circulating  blood,  the 
mechanics  of  the  circulation  and  of  respiration,  the  influence  of  the 
nerves  on  the  heart,  the  blood  vessels  and  the  muscles  of  respiration 
and  the  elementary  chemistry  of  the  secretions  and  excretions  of  the 
body. 

During  the  first  year  the  work  will  be  of  an  elementary  character; 
during  the  second  year  it  will  be  more  technical  and  especially  adapted 
to  illustrate  the  relation  of  physiological  knowledge  tO'  the  practice  of 
medicine  and  surgery.  The  latter  half  of  the  second  year  will  be  de- 
voted to  the  physiology  of  the  nervous  system  and  the  special  senses. 

Chemistry. 

Professor — R.  E^  W.  Sommer.    Associate— R.  N.  Bauer. 

The  course  in  Chemistry  has  been  thoroughly  considered  and  revised, 
and  as  now  arranged  and  treated  is  believed  to  be  best  adapted  to  the 
wants  of  the  medical  student.  This  science  which  perhaps  as  much  as 
any  other  has  exercised  such  beneficial  influence  upon  all  branches  of 
modern  medicine,  deserves  a  most  thorough  consideration  at  the  hands 
of  medical  students.  The  courses  in  chemistry  are  laid  out  with  the 
view  of  fltting  medical  students  for  their  future  profession. 

Freshman  Year. 

FIRST  SEMESTER. 

There  will  be  given  four  hours  per  week  of  lectures  and  recitations 
in  the  fundamental  principles  of  chemistry ;  in  addition  to  this,  four 
hours  a  week  in  the  laboratory  will  be  given  on  the  simple  chemical  and 
physico  chemical  operations. 

SECOND  SEMESTER. 

I.    Lecture  Course — Four  hours  weekly. 

DESciiiPTiVE  Inorganic  Chemistry  continued.  The  inorganic  drugs 
of  the  U.  S.  P.  are  studied  in  regard  to  the  physical  and  chemical  proper- 
ties, the  mode  of  their  preparation,  the  reactions  which  they  undergo 
when  they  are  treated  with  other  substances,  their  chemical  incompat- 
ibles,  their  uses  in  the  different  branches  of  medicine  as  Pharmacology, 
Bacteriology,  Physiology,  Hygiene,  etc. 

II.    La'boratory  Course — Four  hours  weekly. 

QuAiiiTATivE  Inorganic  Analysts.  It  consists  of  a  systematic 
method  of  teaching  the  operations  and  processes  necessary  for  the  de- 
termination of  qualitative  composition  of  substances. 
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Sophomore  Year. 

FIRST   AND    SECOND    SEMESTEB. 

I.  Lecture  Course — Four  hours  weekly. 

Obganic  Chemistry.  The  study  of  Carbon  compounds  is  taken  up 
with  special  adaptation  of  the  subject  to  the  necessity  of  medicine.  The 
organic  drugs  of  the  U.  S.  P.  and  the  more  important  synthetic  remedies 
as  Formaldehyde  Sulphonal,  Trional,  Phenacetine,  Antipyrine,  etc.,  are 
studied  in  regard  to  their  physical  and  chemical  properties,  their  chem- 
ical constitution,  the  mode  of  their  preparation,  their  reactions,  their 
chemical  incompatibles,  their  uses  in  the  different  branches  of  medi- 
cine, etc. 

Attention  is  also  paid  to  the  relations  which  exist  befween  the  chem- 
ical composition  and  the  medical  action  of  an  organic  drug.  It  will  be 
demonstrated  which  groups  or  radicals  introduced  into  organic  com- 
pounds produce  an  antipyretic  action,  which  an  antiseptic  action,  which 
an  hypnotic  action,  etc.  Also  organic  substances  important  for  Hygiene, 
Physiology,  Bacteriology,  etc.,  as  Carbonhydrates,  Proteids,  Enzymes, 
Alkaloids,  etc.,  studied. 

FIRST  SEMESTER. 

II.  Laboratory  Course — Four  hours  weekly. 

(a)  A  Course  in  Quantitative  Analysis,  especially  of  volumetric 
analysis.  It  consists  of  the  study  of  the  most  important  methods  which 
we  possess  to  determine  the  quantity  of  a  certain  substance  in  a  mix- 
ture containing  it,  special  attention  being  paid  to  the  determination  of 
such  substances  which  are  of  most  practical  value  for  medical  students. 

(b)  A  Course  in  Sanitary  Water  Analysis,  qualitative  and  quan- 
titative. 

second  semester. 
Fours  hours  weekly. 
A  Course  of  Physiologic-chemical  Analysis,  which  consists  of — 

(a)  Urine  analysis,  qualitative  and  quantitative,  chemical  and  mi- 
croscopical. 

(b)  Analysis  of  gastric  juice,  milk,  saliva,  blood  and  bile. 
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Toxicology. 


Professor — A.  H.  Brundage.     Associate — A.  H.  Sanford. 

Lecture  and  Laboratory  instruction,  one  hour  weekly. 

The  action  and  detection  of  the  principal  poisons  such  as  Phosphorus, 
Hydrocyanic  acid,  Arsenic,  Carbolic  acid,  different  metals,  Alkaloids, 
etc.,  is  taught  by  lectures  and  demonstrations  before  this  class.  Anti- 
dotes and  Blood-spots  will  receive  special  consideration. 

Materia  Medica,  Pharmacy  and  Therapeutics. 

Professor — A.  H.  Cohn.     Associate — E.  J.  Weber. 

Instructors  and  Lecturers — H.  S.  Steenberg,  A.  A.  Krygier,  H.  C. 
Russell. 

This  subject  is  taught  by  recitations,  demonstrations,  didactic  and 
clinical  lectures.  It  extends  through  three  years  and  is  thoroughly 
graded. 

In  the  first  semester  of  the  first  year  the  sttident  is  taught  the  ele- 
ments of  Pharmacy  and  the  various  classifications  of  drugs  according  to 
physiological   action,   natural   relations   and  chemical  properties.     The 
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study  of  prescription  writing  and  incompatibilities  is  commenced.  He 
is  brought  into  actual  contact  with  drugs,  and  is  made  familiar  with, 
the  various  preparations  by  work  in  the  laboratory,  quizzes  and  recita- 
tions. In  the  second  semester  three  hours  a  week  are  given  to  recita- 
tions on  the  study  of  drugs,  their  physical  properties,  botanical  origin, 
habitat,  and  chemical  composition.  The  study  of  prescriptions  will  be 
continued. 

In  the  second  year  one  lecture  and  two  recitations  a  week  are  de- 
voted to  Materia  Medica  proper,  in  which  the  student  is  made  familiar 
with  the  various  drugs,  their  preparation,  doses  and  physiological  action. 

In  the  third  year  two  lectures  a  week  are  given  upon  the  relation  of 
remedies  to  disease.  The  physiological  action  and  therapeutic  value  of 
remedies  are  studied  in  relation  to  pathologic  conditions  in  diseases  and 
the  rationale  of  modern  therapeutics  is  taught. 

Pathology,  Including  Histology  and  Bacteriology. 

Professor  and  Director  of  Laboratories^ — Daniel  Hopkinson. 
Associate  in  Pathology — rienry  Hanson. 
Associate  in  Histology — Otto  Sporleder. 

Instructors — G.  W.  Koeppel,  Jr.,  J.  W.  Pegram,  and  R.  O.  Friedrich. 
Instruction  in  this  important  branch  extends  through  a  period  of 
three  years.    There  is  no  pathology  in  the  freshman  year. 

SOPHOMORE  YEAR. 

Seven  hours  in  each  week  during  the  first  and  second  semesters  of 
the  sophomore  year  will  be  devoted,  first  to  the  subject  of  general,  and 
later,  special  pathology.  The  first  semester  will  be  almost  completely 
taken  up  in  the  study  of  general  nosology  and  etiology,  the  general  prin- 
ciples of  degenerations,  infiltrations  and  inflammations.  Towards  the 
end  of  the  first  semester,  special  pathology  will  be  begun  and  continued 
to  the  end  of  the  term,  throughout  the  second  semester.  The  subjects 
studied  will  comprise  the  pathology  of  the  circulatory  apparatus,  the 
respiratory  system,  the  blood-forming  organs,  the  digestive  tract,  in- 
cluding the  accessory  glands  of  the  digestive  apparatus,  the  urinary 
apparatus,  including  the  adrenals,  the  pathology  of  the  bones  and  joints 
and  the  muscular  system  and  that  of  the  organs  of  reproduction  and  of 
the  skin. 

The  didactic  work  will  consist  of  three  hours  weekly.  This  work 
will  be  profusely  illustrated  by  means  of  drawings  and  will  be  accom- 
panied by  demonstration  of  gross  and  microscopic  specimens. 

There  will  be  four  laboratory  hours  per  week. 

!  JUNIOR  YEAR. 

During  the  junior  years,  two  hours  of  combined  laboratory  work  and 
didactic  work  will  be  given  on  the  subject  of  pathology  of  the  nervous 
system  and  neoplasms.  Some  time  will  also  be  devoted  to  experimental 
pathology  and  pathological  physiology  and  chemistry. 

Special  stress  will  be  laid  upon  source  and  properties  of  toxins,  auto- 
toxins  and  allied  substances,  and  also  upon  medico-legal  pathology. 

During  the  junior  year,  each  student  is  required  to  attend  at  least 
four  autopsies  under  the  supervision  of  the  professor  of  pathology. 

In  the  laboratory  course  will  be  taught  the  various  methods  of  mi- 
croscopic technique  used  in  pathological  research.  The  student  will  be 
required  to  stain  and  mount  the  specimens  and  to  make  drawings 
directly  from  the  microscope.  Numerous  unknown  tissues  will  be  given 
to  the  student  for  diagnosis.     A  large  collection  of  properly  prepared 
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pathological  specimens,  slides,  and  charts  are  at  the  disposal  of  teachers 
and  students. 

SENIOR  YEAR. 

Clinical  laboratory.  The  didactic  work  in  this  branch  will  comprise 
two  hours  weekly. 

During  the  senior  year  the  class  will  be  divided  into  convenient 
sections  which  will  be  instructed  in  clinical  pathology  and  bacteriology. 
The  regular  work  will  consist  of  two  hours  each  week  for  each  section 
in  the  clinical  laboratory.    This  course  will  be  thorough  and  systematic. 

In  addition  to  this,  the  student  has  ample  opportunity  to  do  elective 
work — either  in  connection  with  the  Surgical,  Gynecological  and  Medical 
clinics  or  in  experimental  pathology.  Special  stress  will  be  laid  upon 
hoemotology,  urine  analysis,  examination  of  sputum,  digestive  ferments 
in  their  normal  or  pathological  condition  (stomach  contents),  examina- 
tion of  feces,  etc.  No  effort  has  been  spared  by  the  College  manage- 
ment to  equip  this  department  with  the  most  practical  and  latest  ap- 
paratus procurable. 

The  work  in  Histology  will  consist  of  two  lectures  each  week, 
accompanied  by  blackboard  demonstrations  to  the  entire  class,  and  sec- 
tion laboratory  work.  Classes  will  be  divided  into  sections  of  thirty  to 
forty,  and  each  section  will  be  required  to  work  from  four  to  six  hours 
each  week  in  the  laboratory  under  the  general  direction  of  the  professor 
of  this  department  and  the  special  directions  of  his  demonstrators. 

The  methods  of  instruction  in  Bacteriology  will  be  so  arranged 
as  to  fit  the  student  for  the  study  of  disease  from  the  standpoint  of  the 
bacteriologist  and  to  familiarize  him  with  the  essential  routine  tech- 
nique of  bacteriological  investigation.  There  is  a  tendency  to  burden 
the  pupil  with  an  enormous  amount  of  useless  ballast  of  cumbersome 
technicalities.  While  we  do  not  underrate  the  importance  of  a  thorough 
laboratory  course  and  insist  that  the  medical  student  should  be  equipped 
with  a  knowledge  of  bacteriological  technique  adequate  to  the  exigencies 
of  the  modern  medical  practitioner,  we  believe  on  the  other  hand  that 
he  should  be  protected  against  injudicious  waste  of  time  in  this  direc- 
tion. All  work  of  practical  usefulness  will  be  done  by  the  student — 
experimentations  on  animals,  isolation  and  demonstration  of  bacterial 
products  (toxines,  toxalbumins,  etc.),  and  similar  procedures  will  be 
demonstrated  to  sections  of  the  class  by  the  teacher. 

The  bacteriological  laboratory  is  equipped  with  a  complete  line  of 
modern  apparatus.  In  order  to  protect  the  student  from  self-inocula- 
tion of  disease-producing  germs,  the  strictest  observance  of  the  labora- 
tory rules  will  be  demanded. 

(a)  Didactic  Course — 

During  the  first  semester  two  lectures  and  one  recitation  will  be 
given  on  the  subject  of  general  bacteriology.  This  will  comprise  defini- 
tion and  classification  of  bacteria,  their  place  in  nature's  economy,  the 
general  biology  and  morphology  of  bacteria,  their  relation  to  disease, 
the  relations  between  hygiene  and  micro-organisms,  the  products  of 
bacteria,  toxins,  toxalbumins  and  other  bacteria  poisons,  the  principles 
of  antisepsis,  asepsis  and  immunity. 

The  same  number  of  lectures  and  recitations  will  be  given  in  the 
second  semester.  The  subjects  of  special  bacteriology,  morphology, 
biology,  mode  of  action  and  diagnosis  of  the  pathogenic  micro-organisms 
will  be  thoroughly  discussed. 

(b)  Laboratory  Course — 

First  Semester:  General  technique,  manufacture  of  various  culture 
media,  their  sterilization,  etc.,  simple  inoculation  methods,  Petri-dish 
cultures,  anaerobic  cultures,  bacteriological  examination  of  drinking 
water,  air,  etc.,  practical  study  of  general  bacterial  morphology. 
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Second  Semester :  Study  of  special  pathogenic  micro-organisms,  their 
morphology,  biology,  mode  of  action,  products  and  action  on  the  animal 
tissues,  experimentation  on  animals,  special  diagnostic  technique  of 
bacteriology. 


Didactic  and  Clinical  Courses. 

In  keeping  with  the  advanced  and  approved  views  as  to  the  special 
value  of  clinical  teaching  in  medical  schools,  the  Milwaukee  Medical 
College  has  established  for  its  clinical  curriculum  the  following  clinical 
courses. 

Clinics  will  be  held  regularly  throughout  the  year  at  the  following 
places  by  the  various  professors: 

County  Hospital,  Medical  Amphitheatre  of  College 

Milwaukee  Hospital  for  Insane,         Surgical  Amphitheatre  of  College, 
Milwaukee  Free  Dispensary. 

One-half  day  in  each  week  will  be  devoted  by  senior  and  one  half 
day  by  junior  students  to  clinics  at  county  institutions. 


Medicine. 

Professors — W.  H.  Neilson,  G.  H.  Fellman,  L.  F.  Jermain  and  J.  A. 
Purtell. 

Assistants  to  Clinics  and  Instructors,  Associate — J.  C.  Zartzin,  S.  H. 
Wetzler,  A.  W.  Goebel,  H.  G.  Oakland. 

Seven  hours  of  clinical  work  in  internal  medicine  will  be  given  by 
Drs.  Neilson  and  Jermain  in  the  College  building,  while  one  hour 
each  week  throughout  the  year  will  be  devoted  to  the  Diseases  of  Chil- 
dren by  Prof.  Fellman. 

At  these  clinics  students  will  be  required  to  examine  the  patients, 
make  diagnoses,  prognoses,  and  to  prescribe — thus  familiarizing  them- 
selves with  the  actual  work  of  the  practice  of  medicine. 

At  these  clinics,  chemical  and  microscopical  aids  to  diagnosis  will  be 
used  before  the  class,  thus  familiarizing  the  student  with  the  technic  of 
scientific  examination.  In  addition  to  this  the  senior  class  will  be  di- 
vided into  sections,  each  section  receiving,  in  turn,  bed-side  instruction 
in  the  wards  of  the  hospital.  These  clinics  furnish  every  opportunity 
for  the  best  instruction  in  this  field,  as  the  material  is  sufiiciently  abun- 
dant to  permit  of  its  classification,  thus  insuring  a  systematic  course  of 
instruction  which  is  supplemented  by  careful  quizzing.  As  a  prepara- 
tion to  the  clinical  work,  the  sophomores  and  juniors  study  and  recite 
from  the  text-book  to  competent  instructors. 

Dr.  J.  A.  Purtell  will  give  one  clinic  and  one  didactic  lecture  each 
week  to  the  junior  class  on  the  subject  of  physical  diagnosis.  In  order 
that  each  student  may  be  assured  of  personal  attention,  the  class  is 
divided  into  sections,  thus  securing  the  greatest  benefit  from  the  large 
amount  of  available  material. 

One  medical  clinic  also  will  be  given  each  week  at  the  County  Hos- 
pital. At  this  clinic  students  will  be  taught  to  make  complete  medical 
histories  and  will  be  given  cases  to  watch  and  care  for  throughout  the 
disease.  Here  also  every  facility  for  making  diagnosis  is  utilized,  in- 
cluding the  various  analyses  which  are  mad^  in  the  clinical  laboratory.

During  the  college  year  three  clinics  will  be  given  each  week  by 
Drs.  Jobse,  Purtell  and  Witte.  At  these  clinics  students  will  have  the 
opportunity  to  witness  the  large  number  of  operations  which  are  there 
made  and  discussed. 

During  the  first  semester  Dr.  Hayes  will  deliver  a  course  of  lectures 
on  Genito-Urinary  Surgery,  and  during  the  second  semester  a  surgical 
clinic  will  be  given  by  Dr.  Hayes,  at  which  diseases  of  the  Genito- 
Urinary  System  will  be  operated  upon  as  well  as  general  surgical  cases. 

Drs.  Nolte,  Witte  and  Purtell  will  give  two  didactic  lectures  a  week 
throughout  the  year  to  third  year  students. 

One  recitation,  one  lecture  a  week  on  the  Principles  of  Surgery  will 
be  given  to  sophomores. 

A  weekly  clinic  will  be  held  in  the  new  amphitheatre  of  the  County 
Hospital  during  the  session.  These  clinics  will  be  conducted  by  Drs. 
Purtell,  Witte  and  Jobse. 

In  addition  to  this,  advanced  students  will  at  times  be  privileged  to 
assist  at  operations  in  the  private  operating  room  of  the  hospital  and  at 
all  times  to  do  bandaging  and  surgical  dressings  in  the  dispensary 
clinics  under  the  supervision  of  competent  instructors. 


Orthopedic  Surgery. 


Professor — Frederich  Mueller. 

Dr.  Frederich  Mueller,  late  associate  of  Professor  Lorenz  of  the  Uni- 
versity of  Vienna,  has  been  elected  to  this  important  chair.  In  this  de- 
partment, in  addition  to  the  ordinary  course  in  Orthopedics,  Dr.  Mueller 
will  give  clinics  demonstrating  the  bloodless  operations  for  congenital 
dislocation  of  the  hip,  joint,  club  foot,  etc.  This  course  will  be  especially 
interesting,  coming  from  one  so  long  associated  with  Dr.  Lorenz,  the 
recognized  exponent  of  bloodless  surgery. 


Gynecology. 


Professors — Thos.  Fitzgibbon  and  W.  B.  Hill. 

Clinical  Assistant  and  Instructor — M.  L.  Henderson. 

This  branch  will  be  taught  by  means  of  didactic  lectures,  recitations 
and  clinics.  One  clinic  a  week  will  be  given  to  the  third  and  fourth 
year  classes  by  Doctors  Hill  and  Henderson.  Dr.  Fitzgibbon  will  occupy 
one  period  a  week  in  didactic  lectures,  recitations  and  demonstrations. 
One  hour  a  week  will  be  devoted  to  the  Junior  class  and  one  clinic  a 
week  will  be  given  to  the  Seniors  at  the  County  Hospital.  In  order  that 
students  may  come  in  closer  contact  with  the  patients  and  receive  more 
practical  benefit,  the  class  will  be  sub-divided  and  each  section  will  be 
taken  in  rotation  in  this  valuable  work. 
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Mental  Diseases. 

Professor — M.  J.  White.    Associate — F.  F.  Fowle. 

This  important  branch  is  taught  by  means  of  clinics,  which  are 
held  weekly  at  the  County  Hospital  for  the  Insane.  The  large  variety 
of  cases  in  that  hospital  insures  a  most  complete  clinical  course  in  this 
branch. 

Obstetrics. 

Professor — B.  O.  Nobles.    Associate — J.  P.  McMahon. 

This  subject  will  be  taught  by  lectures  and  by  practical  work  in  the 
college  and  hospital.  One  recitation  each  week  will  be  given  by  the 
professors  of  this  chair  to  all  third  and  fourth  year  students.  A  prac- 
tical course  will  be  given  to  the  senior  class,  in  which  the  manikin  and 
cadaver  will  be  used  to  demonstrate  the  normal  and  abnormal  positions 
met  with  in  obstetrical  practice.  No  student  will  be  permitted  to  grad- 
uate without  witnessing  the  delivery  of  at  least  five  women. 

The  new  Maternity  Hospital  which  is  just  being  opened  by  the  Sis- 
ters of  Misericorde,  is  one  of  the  finest  institutions  of  its  kind  in  the 
Northwest.  The  site  occupies  a  whole  square  between  Chestnut  Street 
and  Cold  Spring  Avenue.  The  large  and  commodious  buildings  are 
being  remodeled  and  fitted  up  in  the  most  modern  manner  for  an  Ob- 
stetrical Hospital.  An  amphitheater,  convenient  for  the  wants  of  our 
students,  will  be  erected  and  the  doors  of  the  hospital  will  be  open 
to  our  faculty  and  students.  In  this  way  an  abundance  of  clinical 
material  in  this  most  important  branch  of  medicine  will  be  available. 


Dermatology  and  Venereal  Diseases. 

Professor — A.  H.  Purdy. 

Instructors — J.  J.  Hefifron,  F.  M.  Markson. 

The  dispensary  supplies  abundant  material  for  clinical  use  in  this 
department. 

One  didactic  and  one  clinical  lecture  for  junior  and  senior  students 
is  given  during  entire  session. 

The  writing  of  case  histories  is  required  of  seniors,  and  a  systematic 
course  of  quizzing  is  pursued. 


Ophthalmology  and  Otology. 

Professor — H.  V.  Wurdemann.    Associate — G.  I.  Hogue. 

Clinical  Instructors — A.  J.  Taugher,  J.  C.  Coffey. 

One  didactic  lecture  a  week,  9  to  10  a.  m.,  Monday. 

The  subjects  of  Ophthalmology  and  Otology  will  be  taught  from 
specimens,  preparations,  instruments,  operative  surgery  on  the  cadaver 
and  clinical  instruction  both  medical  and  operative.  The  choice  of  sub- 
jects and  patients  will  be  limited  as  much  as  possible  to  cases  met  with 
in  general  practice. 

This  course  is  not  designed  to  make  specialists,  but  to  cover  those 
portions  of  the  subjects  necessary  for  the  general  practitioner. 
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Rhinology  and  Laryngology. 

Professor — Herman  Stolte.  Associate— Franz  Pfister, 
The  supply  of  clinical  material  is  abundant  and  the  department  is 
furnished  with  electric  lights  and  individual  stalls  where  small  classes 
of  students  receive  personal  instruction  in  the  examination  and  treat- 
ment of  the  nose  and  throat.  In  addition  to  the  dispensary  clinics,  one 
college  clinic  is  held  each  week  in  the  surgical  ampitheatre  where  the 
principal  operations  upon  the  upper  respiratory  tract  are  performed 
before  the  students. 


Medical  Jurisprudence  and  Military  Hygiene. 

Professor — Wm.  J.  Cronyn.    Associate — W.  H.  Bennett. 

This  course  will  consist  of  one  lecture  a  week  for  one  semester  and 
will  cover  the  ground  of  medical  evidence  or  expert  testimony,  the 
obligations  and  rights  of  physicians  and  surgeons,  the  legal  relations, 
of  insanity,  the  medico-legal  aspect  of  accidental,  suicidal  and  homi- 
cidal death,  and  the  conduct  of  the  physician  in  investigations  in  or 
out  of  court. 

The  war  with  Spain  in  the  Phillipines  and  the  Russo-Japanese  war 
has  brought  the  medical  man  more  in  evidence  as  a  necessary  factor 
for  the  preservation  of  an  army.  It  has  become  essential  for  progres- 
sive medical  colleges  to  teach  and  keep  abreast  with  the  latest  system 
of  sanitary  science.  Students  who  contemplate  a  military  career  must 
be  qualified  to  pass  examination  in  military  hygiene  for  appointments 
as  assistant  surgeons  in  the  regular  or  volunteer  army  or  navy ;  as  camp 
sanitation  and  personal  hygiene  are  now  recognized  as  the  great  factors 
for  maintaining  the  strength  of  an  army  in  the  field.

Repeated  applications  by  young  ladies  to  enter  the  school  and  be 
granted  all  its  privileges  in  the  Medical  and  Dental  Departments  has 
induced  the  management  to  make  the  school  co-educational  in  all  of  its 
departments.  Hereafter  no  restrictions  will  be  placed  upon  any  student 
on  account  of  sex ;   the  same  privileges  will  be  extended  to  all. 


Limitation. 

All  statements  as  to  fees,  course  of  instruction,  examination,  etc., 
made  in  this  announcement  relate  exclusively  to  the  year  ending  May 
24th,  1909,  and  are  applicable  to  all  students  without  regard  to  date  of 
matriculation.  This  college  reserves  the  right  to  make  such  changes  in 
the  course  of  instruction  and  in  the  faculty  as  conditions  may  seem  to 
warrant. 

State  Laws. 

Nearly  all  states  and  territories  of  the  Union  require,  as  a  necessary 
credential  for  admission  to  the  practice  of  medicine,  a  diploma  from 
some  medical  college  giving  a  four  years'  course,  a  successful  examina- 
tion passed  before  a  Board  of  Examiners,  or  both.  In  most  states  the 
examination  is  made  obligatory,  regardless  of  the  possession  of  the 
diploma  or  the  name  of  the  school  issuing  it. 
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Expenses. 

The  cost  of  living  in  Milwaukee  is  comparatively  low.  Good  board 
and  room  may  be  had  within  easy  reach  of  the  college  at  $4.00  per 
week.  By  renting  rooms  and  associating  in  clubs,  as  many  of  the  stu- 
dents are  now  doing,  this  cost  of  living  may  be  materially  reduced.

Logic,  Metaphysics,  Etliics,  Political  Science,  Economics,  History, 
English  Language  and  Literature,  Christian  Evidences,  Ancient  Lan- 
guages, German,  French,  Mathematics,  Physics,  Chemistry,  Astronomy, 
Geology,  Biology,  Teacners'  Course,  Elocution,  Oratory  and  Debate,  Illus- 
tration and  Mechanical  Drawing,  Vocal  and  Instrumental  Music.  The 
course  extends  over  four  years  and  leads  to  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of 
Ai-ts  (A.  B.) 

IL      DEPARTMENT   OF   MEDICINE. 

The  requirements  for  admission  are  those  adopted  by  the  Association 
of  American  Medical  Colleges.  The  object  of  the  department  of  medi- 
cine is  to  give  such  professional  training  to  men  and  women  as  will 
make  them  successful  in  the  actual  practice  of  medicine.  The  course 
extends  over  four  years  and  leads  to  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Medicine 
(M.  D.) 

III.      DEPARTMENT  OF  LAW. 

This  department,  now  entering  upon  its  sixteenth  year,  furnishes 
such  legal  training  as  will  fit  students  for  the  practice  of  law  or  prepare 
them  for  greater  success  in  business.  The  teaching  staff  is  recruited 
entirely  from  the  ranks  of  lawyers  actively  engaged  in  their  profession. 
This  gives  the  school  a  distinctly  practical  atmosphere,  which  is  apt  to 
be  lacking  in  a  strictly  theoretical  school,  whose  teachers  have  never 
been  practitioners,  or  have  retired  from  the  active  profession  of  the 
law.  The  course  extends  over  three  years ;  it  offers  excellent  library 
facilities. 

IV.      DEPARTMENT  OF  DENTISTRY. 

The  Department  is  a  member  of  the  National  Association  of  Dental 
Faculties  and  recognized  by  the  National  Association  of  Dental  Exam- 
iners. Candidates  for  admission  must  present  credits  showing  that  they 
have  completed  three  years  of  high  school  work,  or  must  pass  a  satisfac- 
otory  preliminary  examination.  The  course  covers  three  years,  consist- 
ing of  thirty-two  teaching  weeks  and  six  days  in  each  week,  and  leads 
to  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Dental  Surgery  (D.  D.  S.) 

V.      DEPARTMENT   OP  ENGINEERING. 

This  Department  has  recently  been  added  to  the  University.  It  is 
under  the  direction  of  Dean  John  C.  Davis  of  Cornell.  Dean  Davis 
comes  to  Marquette  highly  recommended  by  the  authorities  of  Cornell. 
The  department  will  conduct  courses  in  Civil  Engineering,  Mechanical 
Engineering  and  Electrical  Engineering.  The  courses  for  the  present 
will  extend  over  two  years  and  only  those  will  be  offered  for  which  the 
University  is  equipped  to  do  thorough  and  scientific  work. 

VI.      DEPARTMENT   OF   PHARMACY. 

The  candidate  must  be  at  least  eighteen  years  old  and  must  have 
finished  one  year  of  high  school  work.  Those  who  complete  the  full 
regular  course  of  two  years  of  eight  months  each  year  will  receive  the 
degree  of  Graduate  in  Pharmacy  (Ph.  G.)  Those  who  finish  the  three 
year  course  will  receive  the  degree  of  Master  of  Pharmaceutical  Chemist. 
(Ph.  C.)  Those  who  finish  the  four  year  course  will  receive  the  degree 
of  Bachelor  of  Science  (B.  S.)

This  institution  is  now  so  well  known  that  little  needs 
to  be  said  as  to  its  merits.  It  is  located  at  the  corner  of 
Ninth  and  Wells  Streets,  one  of  the  most  beautiful  places  in 
the  city  for  this  purpose.  It  is  constructed  of  brick  and 
stone,  heated  with  steam,  and  lighted  with  electricity.  -It 
has  every  modern  convenience  for  the  care  and  comfort  of 
patients,  and  its  rates  are  as  low  as  it  is  possible  to  make 
them.  Its  operating  rooms  are  the  best  of  their  kind,  the 
walls  being  lined  with  white  tiling  and  the  floors  made  of 
white  vitrified  material.  An  elevator,  operated  with  elec- 
tricity, passes  from  the  basement  to  the  top  floors,  so  that 
patients  are  spared  the  annoying  experiences  met  with  in 
reaching  the  upper  floors  of  hospitals  not  so  provided.  The 
nursing  in  the  hospital  is  in  charge  of  a  competent  superin- 
tendent, who  has  always  a  sufficient  number  of  trained 
nurses  at  her  disposal.

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INTRODUCTION. 

Milwaukee  Medical  College,  Medical  Department  of  Marquette  Uni- 
versity, begs  to  submit  its  annual  catalog  of  students  and  faculty  and 
announcement  for  1911. 

Tbe  question  of  better  medical  education  is  one  tbat  has  occupied 
the  minds  of  the  profession  and  has  engaged  the  attention  of  the  general 
public  during  the  last  year  to  a  greater  extent  than  ever  before,  the 
consensus  of  opinion  being  that  we  need  more  well  trained  and  better 
educated  doctors. 

Marquette  University  is  in  hearty  accord  with  these  sentiments 
and  aims  to  keep  pace  with  the  needs  of  the  times,  in  furnishing  a 
training  for  her  students  that  will  equip  them  for  the  duties  of  their 
chosen  profession  and  stimulate  a  desire  for  further  study  and  ad- 
vancement after  their  graduation.  It  is  the  purpose  of  this  institution 
to  furnish  a  substantial  foundation  in  the  fundamental  sciences  of 
medicine,  and  with  that  in  view  it  has  established  good  laboratories 
for  the  practical  working  out  of  this  ideal.  These  laboratory  facilities 
have  been  increased  from  year  to  year  to  meet  the  demands  of  modem 
medicine  and,  while  we  do  not  feel  that  research  work  should  neces- 
sarily be  a  part  of  the  student's  curriculum,  we  believe  he  should 
have  abundant  practical  instruction  in  all  laboratory  courses,  in  order 
that  he  might  better  understand  the  clinical  teaching  of  the  later 
years  in  school. 

Our  classes  are  of  moderate  size,  so  that  individual  work  may 
become  a  part  of  the  student's  routine,  and  a  closer  association  with 
the  faculty  is  made  possible. 

In  the  Free  Dispensary,  where  many  patients  with  varied  ailments 
come  daily,  the  classes  are  divided  in  small  groups,  so  that  they  come 
in  closer  contact  with  the  patients  and  learn  the  art  of  practicing 
medicine,  as  well  as  its  science.  In  connection  with  the  Free  Dispensary 
the  clinical  laboratory  for  diagnosis  is  a  very  important  adjunct.  Here 
the  senior  student,  under  the  direction  of  the  head  of  the  department, 
makes  various  microscopical  examinations,  chemical  analyses  or  other 
laboratory  investigations,  regarding  the  clinical  patients  of  the  Dis- 
pensary or  the  Hospital, 

The  Milwaukee  County  Hospital  affords  splendid  opportunities  for 
clinical  teaching.  In  this  institution  the  classes  are  also  divided  into 
groups  and,  while  one  group  may  be  witnessing  a  surgical  operation, 
another  may  be  making  ward  walks  with  an  attending  physician  or, 
making  examinations  of  patients,  under  the  supervision  of  a  faculty 
member.  At  this  institution  the  Senior  students  are  assigned  cases; 
examinations  are  made  by  them  unaided,  and  the  complete  history  of 
the  case,  including  diagnosis,  treatment  and  prognosis  is  required  to  be 
prepared  before  the  patient  is  brought  into  the  clinic. 
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The  Milwaukee  County  Hospital  for  the  Insane,  which  is  adjacent 
to  the  County  Hospital,  furnishes  abundant  material  for  an  excellent 
course  in  mental  diseases.  This  important  subject,  so  often  neglected, 
is  given  a  prominent  part  in  the  medical  curriculum. 

The  Maternity  Hospital  of  the  Sisters  of  Misericorde  furnishes 
much  material  for  the  use  of  students  in  obstetrics,  and  regular  courses 
are  given  in  the  Milwaukee  Maternity  Hospital,  not  only  in  obstetrics, 
but  in  the  Free  Dispensary  for  Women  connected  with  that  institution. 

But  Marquette  is  not ,  dependent  upon  these  institutions  alone  for 
clinical  instruction,  as  she  has  under  one  roof  with  the  medical  college. 
Trinity  Hospital,  which  is  maintained  in  order  to  give  adequate  clinical 
facilities  for  teaching.  It  is  connected  with  the  large  clinical  amphi- 
theatre and  furnishes  students  an  abundance  of  clinical  material  in  the 
various  departments  of  the  course.  A  number  of  free  beds  have  been 
endowed  for  the  care  of  those  who,  being  too  poor  to  pay  even  their 
hospital  expense,  are  willing  to  allow  themselves  to  be  used  for  clinical 
purposes.  The  obstetrical  ward  furnishes  an  abundance  of  cases  for 
that  important  department  in  medicine  and  the  students  of  the  junior 
and  senior  years  are  required  to  witness  these  clinics,  while  sections 
of  the  senior  class  are  given  bedside  instruction. 

FACILITIES   FOR   INSTRUCTION. 

The  buildings  of  the  Department  of  Medicine  are  located  on  the 
brow  of  the  hill  at  the  corner  of  Ninth  and  Wells  streets.  It  is  in  easy 
walking  distance  not  only  from  the  down-town  district,  but  from  the 
best  residential  part  of  the  West  Side. 

THE   MAIN  COLLEGE    BUILDING. 

This  building  was  planned  and  built  to  meet  the  requirements  of 
medical  education  of  the  present  time.  It  is  a  five-story  structure, 
exclusive  of  the  basement,  well  constructed,  and  equipped  with  all 
modern  necessities. 

Due  to  its  admirable  location,  the  laboratories  are  well  lighted 
and  airy.  Its  basement  is  devoted  to  toilet  rooms  for  the  use  of  stu- 
dents and  dispensary  patients,  and  rooms  for  animals  used  in  biological 
and  experimental  research  work. 

On  the  first  floor  is  a  central  lobby,  executive  offices  and  Free  Dis- 
pensary, with  commodious  waiting  room,  numerous  consultation  rooms 
and  drug  room. 

On  the  second  floor  are  two  large  amphitheatres,  one  being  con- 
nected with  the  Free  Dispensary  and  the  other  opening  into  Trinity 
Hospital.  In  addition  to  this  there  are  ante-rooms,  preparation  rooms 
for  patients,  anaesthesia  room  and  special  quarters  for  the  Gynecological 
Department  of  the  Free  Dispensary. 
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The  Department  of  Chemisti*y  occupies  that  part  of  the  third  floor 
not  used  for  ampitheatres. 

The  fourth  floor  is  occupied  by  the  laboratories  in  pathology,  bac- 
teriology, physiology  and  pharmacology,  together  with  the  preparation 
rooms  and  microscope  room.     On  this  floor  is  one  small  class  room. 

The  fifth  floor  is  devoted  almost  exclusively  to  Anatomy,  a  com- 
modious amphitheatre  and  large,  well  lighted  dissecting  room  occupying 
nearly  the  entire  space.  The  rest  of  this  floor  is  devoted  to  class  room, 
locker  rooms  and  toilet  room.

ANATOMY.

FIRST  YEAR. 

Lectures — One  hundred  twenty  hours.  Demonstrations  and  lab- 
oratory two  hundred  twenty  hours. 
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An  introductory  course  of  lectures  and  demonstrations  will  be  given 
during  which  the  student  will  acquire  a  fundamental  knowledge  of  the 
osseous,  muscular,  circulatory  and  nervous  systems.  This  will  be  fol- 
lowed by  studies  of  the  muscles  on  prosected  cadavers  and  a  correlated 
course  of  lectures  and  quizzes  on  the  osseous  system  of  the  body.  After 
the  holidays  the  bones  of  the  skull  are  studied  in  detail,  both  osteology 
and  myology  are  reviewed,  and  a  course  of  lectures  and  demonstrations 
is  given  on  Syndesmology  and  the  Circulatory  System.  The  dissection 
of  the  arm  and  leg  is  required  of  all  Freshmen  students. 

Each  student  is  urged  to  purchase  a  skeleton  at  the  beginning  of  the 
first  year.  He  will  always  find  the  skeleton  useful  for  reference  through- 
out his  college  course  and  later  in  practice,  but  at  no  time  will  he  have 
greater  need  for  a  complete  and  perfectly  articulated  skeleton  than  dur- 
ing his  course  of  Osteology.  The  College  is  prepared  to  loan  a  limited 
number  of  disarticulated  skeletons  on  deposit  of  a  small  sum  to  secure 
their  return,  but  the  articulated  skeleton  will  be  far  more  helpful,  and 
is  really  necessary  for  following  the  course  thoroughly. 

EMBRYOLOGY. 

Text — McMurrich,  Heisler. 
The  course  in  Embryology  will  comprise  one  lecture  per  week  and 
thirty  laboratory  hours  during  the  second  year. 

SECOND  YEAR. 

Lectures — one  hundred  twenty  hours.  Demonstrations  and  lab- 
oratory— two  hundred  twenty  hours. 

The  Anatomy  of  the  Thorax,  Abdomen  and  Brain  will  be  taken  up. 
The  lectures  and  recitations  will  be  supplemented  by  demonstrations  in 
the  dissecting  room  on  prosected  bodies.  Students  will  be  required  to 
complete  their  dissections  and  the  balance  of  the  year  will  be  devoted 
to  Regional  Anatomy  and  General  Review. 

A  final  examination  will  be  held  at  the  end  of  the  year,  but  no  one 
will  be  eligible  to  such  examination  unless  he  has  completed  his  lab- 
oratory work  in  a  satisfactory  manner. 

DISSECTING   ROOM. 

The  commodious,  well  lighted,  w^ell  ventilated  dissecting  room  on 
the  fifth  floor  of  the  College  building  with  its  adjoining  toilet  rooms, 
reading  room  and  locker  room,  in  which  each  student  has  a  separate 
locker  compartment  in  which  to  keep  his  clothing,  instruments  and 
books,  is  complete  in  its  appointments  and  well  kept. 

The  work  is  done  under  the  direction  and  supervision  of  the  Pro- 
fessor of  Anatomy,  the  Demonstrators  and  Instructors. 

The  supply  of  cadavers  is  plentiful  and  every  care  is  exercised  to 
preserve  and  supply  the  material  in  perfect  condition. 
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Dissecting  material  is  supplied  to  the  students  free  of  charge.  The 
body  is  divided  into  four  parts  and  each  student  is  required  to  dissect 
the  entire  body.  A  charge  is  made  if  more  than  four  parts  is  used  by 
any  student.  Each  student  will  be  held  responsible  for  the  care  and 
preservation  of  his  part  of  the  subject.  At  the  close  of  each  dissection 
an  examination  will  be  given. 

SURGICAL  ANATOMY  AND  OPERATIVE  SURGERY.

The  subject  of  surgical  anatomy  and  operative  surgery  will  be 
studied  during  the  entire  year.  Demonstrations  on  the  cadaver,  both  in 
anatomy  and  surgery,  will  be  given  to  the  class  in  small  sections,  the 
students  being  required  to  actually  perform  the  various  operations.  In 
this  department  courses  in  bandaging  and  minor  surgery  will  also  be 
given.

Text— Kirkes,  Ott,  Howell. 

The  study  of  Physiology  continues  through  two  years.  During  each 
year  from  two  to  five  hours  each  week  will  be  devoted  to  this  subject. 
The  instruction  will  consist  of  laboratory  work  supplemented  by  lectures 
and  recitations.  Real  physiological  processes  as  observed  in  living  or- 
ganisms will  be  the  subject  of  observation  and  investigation.  The  chief 
object  will  be  to  develop  the  powers  of  observation  of  real  facts  rather 
than  to  memorize  what  is  in  the  text-books.  Text-books  will  be  used 
as  a  guide  to  the  work.  Each  student  will  be  required  to  do  real  work, 
such  as  testing  the  reaction  of  proteids  and  starches,  the  solution  and 
emulsification  of  fats,  artificial  digestion,  the  reaction  of  blood,  the 
mecho-legal  tests  of  blood,  counting  the  corpuscles  and  estimation  of 
haemoglobin,  microscopic  examination  of  the  circulating  blood,  the 
mechanics  of  the  circulation  and  of  respiration,  the  influence  of  the 
nerves  on  the  heart,  the  blood  vessels  and  the  muscles  of  respiration 
and  the  elementary  chemistry  of  the  secretions  and  excretions  of  the 
body. 

During  the  first  year  the  work  will  be  of  an  elementary  character; 
during  the  second  year  it  will  be  more  technical  and  especially  adapted 
to  illustrate  the  relation  of  physiological  knowledge  to  the  practice  of 
medicine  and  surgery.  The  latter  half  of  the  second  year  will  be  de- 
voted to  the  physiology  of  the  nervous  system  and  the  special  senses.

The  course  in  Chemistry  has  been  thoroughly  considered  and  re- 
vised, and  as  now  arranged  and  treated  is  believed  to  be  best  adapted 
to  the  wants  of  the  medical  student.  This  science,  which  perhaps  as 
much  as  any  other  has  exercised  such  beneficial  influence  upon  all 
branches  of  modern  medicine,  desei*ves  a  most  thorough  consideration 
at  the  hands  of  medical  students.  The  courses  in  chemistry  are  laid 
out  with  the  view  of  fitting  medical  students  for  their  future  profession. 
FRESHMAN  YEAR. 

FIRST    SEMESTER. 

I.  Lecture  Course — Four  hours  weekly. 

Descriptive  Inorganic  Chemistry.  Chemical  laws  and  theories. 
The  weight  laws.  Atomic  theory.  The  volume  laws  of  gases.  Avogadro's 
law.  Stechiometry.  Chemical  formulae  and  equations ;  chemical  no- 
menclature; solutions.  The  osmotic  laws.  Electrolytic  dissociation  and 
ionic  theory.  Katalysers  and  enzymes.  The  law  of  the  massaction  and 
the  chemical  equilibriumi.     Spectral  analysis.    Polarization  of  light. 

II.  Laboratory  Course — Four  hours  weekly. 

Qualitative  Inorganic  Analysis.  It  consists  of  a  systematic 
method  of  teaching  the  operations  and  processes  necessary  for  the  deter- 
mination of  qualitative  composition  of  substances. 

second  semester. 

I.  Lecture  Course — Four  hours  weekly. 

Descriptive  Inorganic  Chemistry  continued.  The  elements  and 
their  inorganic  compounds  are  studied  in  regard  to  the  physical  and 
chemical  properties,  the  mode  of  their  preparation,  the  reactions  which 
they  undergo  when  they  are  treated  with  other  substances,  their  chem- 
ical incompatibles,  their  uses  in  the  different  branches  of  medicine  as 
Pharmacology^  Bacteriology,  Physiology,  Hygiene,  etc. 

II.  Laboratory  Course — Four  hours  weekly. 

A  Course  in  Quantitative  Analysis,  especially  volumetric  analysis. 
It  consists  of  the  study  of  the  most  important  methods  which  we  possess 
to  determine  the  quantity  of  a  certain  substance  in  a  mixture  containing 
it,  special  attention  being  paid  to  the  determination  of  such  substances 
which  are  of  most  practical  value  for  medical  students. 
SOPHOMORE  YEAR. 

I.     Lecture  Course — Four  hours  weekly. 

the  first  and  second  semesters. 

Organic  Chemistry.  The  study  of  Carbon  compounds  is  taken  up 
with  special  adaptation  of  tbe  subject  to  the  necessity  of  medicine.  The 
organic  chemicals  of  the  U.    S.   P.   and  the  more  important  synthetic 
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remedies  as  Formaldehyde,  Sulphonal,  Trional,  Phenacetine,  Antipyrine, 
etc.,  are  studied  in  regard  to  their  physical  and  chemical  properties, 
their  chemical  constitution,  the  mode  of  their  preparation,  their  reac- 
tions, their  chemical  incompatibles,  their  uses  in  the  different  branches 
of  medicine,  etc. 

Attention  is  also  paid  to  the  relations  which  exist  between  the 
chemical  composition  and  the  medical  action  of  an  organic  drug.  It 
will  be  demonstrated  which  groups  or  radicals  introduced  into  organic 
compounds  produce  an  antipyretic  action,  which  an  antiseptic  action, 
which  an  hypnotic  action,  etc.  Also  organic  substances  important  for 
Hygiene,  Physiology,  Bacteriology,  etc.,  as  Carbohydrates,  Alkaloids, 
etc.,  studied. 

II.    Laboratory  Course — Four  hours  weekly. 

FIRST    SEMESTER. 

Biochemical  Laboratory.  The  different  classes  of  Proteins  as 
Albumins,  Globulins,  compound  Proteins,  etc.,  will  be  studied.  The 
chemistry  of  the  blood,  muscle,  bile,  feces,  urine,  etc.,  will  be  studied 
by  experiments.    The  Carbohydrates,  Fats,  Enzymes. 

SECOND   SEMESTER. 

Four  hours  weekly. 

A.  A  Course  of  Physiologic-chemical  Analysis,  which  consists  of — 

(a)  Urine  analysis,  qualitative  and  quantitative,  chemical  and 
microscopical. 

(b)  Analysis  of  gastric  juice,  milk,  saliva,  blood  and  bile. 

B.  A  Course  of  Hygienic  Analysis. 

(a)  A  course  in  sanitary  water  analysis,  qualitative  and  quan- 
titative. 

(b)  A  course  in  sanitary  analysis  of  air. 

(c)  The  principles  of  food  analysis  and  sanitary  inspection. 

JUNIOR  YEAR. 
TOXICOLOGY. 

Text — Brundage. 

Lecture  and  Laboratory  Instruction — one  hour  weekly. 

Toxicology.  The  action  and  detection  of  the  principal  poisons  such 
as  Phosphorus,  Hydrocyanic  Acid,  Arsenic,  Carbolic  Acid,  different 
metals.  Alkaloids,  etc..  is  taught  by  lectures  and  demonstrations  before 
the  class.     Antidotes  and  blood-spots  will  receive  special  consideration. 

PATHOLOGY,   INCLUDING    HISTOLOGY  AND   BACTERIOLOGY.

FRESHMAN  YEAR. 
The  work  in  Histology  will  consist  of  two  lectures  each  week, 
accompanied  by  blackboard  demonstrations  to  the  entire  class,  and  sec- 
tion laboratory  work.  Classes  will  be  divided  into  sections  of  thirty 
to  forty,  and  each  section  will  be  required  to  work  from  four  to  six 
hours  each  week  in  the  laboratory  under  the  general  direction  of  the 
professor  of  this  department  and  the  special  directions  of  his  demon- 
strators. 

SOPHOMORE  YEAR. 

Seven  hours  in  each  week  during  the  first  and  second  semesters  of 
the  sophomore  year  will  be  devoted,  first,  to  the  subject  of  general  and 
later,  special  pathology.  The  first  semester  will  be  almost  completely 
taken  up  in  the  study  of  general  nosology  and  etiology,  the  general 
principles  of  degenerations,  infiltrations  and  inflammations.  Towards 
the  end  of  the  first  semester,  special  pathology  will  be  begun  and  con- 
tinued to  the  end  of  the  term,  throughout  the  second  semester.  The 
subjects  studied  will  comprise  the  pathology  of  the  circulatory  ap- 
paratus, the  respiratory  system,  the  blood-forming  organs,  the  digestive 
tract,  including  the  accessory  glands  of  the  digestive  apparatus,  the 
urinary  apparatus,  including  the  adrenals,  the  pathology  of  the  bones 
and  joints  and  the  muscular  system  and  that  of  the  organs  of  repro- 
duction and  of  the  skin. 

The  didactic  work  will  consist  of  three  hours  weekly.  This  work 
will  be  profusely  illustrated  by  means  of  drawings  and  will  be  accom- 
panied by  demonstration  of  gross  and  microscopic  specimens. 

There  will  be  four  laboratory  hours  per  week. 

The  methods  of  instruction  in  Bacteriology  will  be  so  arranged  as 
to  fit  the  student  for  the  study  of  disease  from  the  standpoint  of  the 
bacteriologist  and  to  familiarize  him  with  the  essential  routine  technic 
of  bacteriological  investigation.  There  is  a  tendency  to  burden  the  pupil 
with  an  enormous  amount  of  useless  ballast  of  cumbersome  techni- 
calities. While  we  do  not  underrate  the  importance  of  a  thorough 
laboratory  course  and  insist  that  the  medical  student  should  be  equipped 
with  a  knowledge  of  bacteriological  technic  adequate  to  the  exigencies 
of  the  modern  medical  practitioner,  we  believe  on  the  other  hand  that 
he  should  be  protected  against  injudicious  waste  of  time  in  this  direc- 
tion. All  work  of  practical  usefulness  will  be  done  by  the  student — 
experimentations  on  animals,  isolation   and  demonstration  of  bacterial 
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products  (toxins,  toxalbumins,  etc.),  and  similar  procedures  will  be 
demonstrated  to  sections  of  the  class  by  the  teacher. 

The  bacteriological  laboratory  is  equipped  with  a  complete  line 
of  modern  apparatus.  In  order  to  protect  the  student  from  self-inocu- 
lation of  disease-producing  germs,  the  strictest  observance  of  the  lab- 
oratory rules  will  be  demanded. 

(a)  Didactic  Course — 

During  the  first  semester  two  lectures  and  one  recitation  will  be 
given  on  the  subject  of  general  bacteriology.  This  will  comprise  definition 
and  classification  of  bacteria,  their  place  in  nature's  economy,  the  gen- 
eral biology  and  morphology  of  bacteria,  their  relation  to  disease,  the 
relation  between  hygiene  and  micro-organisms,  the  products  of  bacteria, 
toxins,  toxalbumins  and  other  bacteria  poisons,  the  principles  of  anti- 
sepsis, asepsis  and  immunity. 

The  same  number  of  lectures  and  recitations  will  be  given  in  the 
second  semester.  The  subjects  of  special  bacteriology,  morphology, 
biology,  mode  of  action,  and  diagnosis  of  the  pathogenic  micro-organisms 
will  be  thoroughly  discussed. 

(6)  Laboratory  Course — 

First  Semester:  General  technic,  manufacture  of  various  culture 
media,  their  sterilization,  etc.,  simple  inoculation  methods,  Petri-dish 
cultures,  anaerobic  cultures,  bacteriological  examination  of  drinking 
water,  air,  etc.,  practical  study  of  general  bacterial  morphology. 

JUNIOR  YEAR. 

During  the  junior  year,  two  hours  of  combined  laboratory  work  and 
didactic  work  will  be  given  on  the  subject  of  pathology  of  the  nervous 
system  and  neoplasms.  Some  time  will  also  be  devoted  to  experimental 
pathology  and  pathological  physiology  and  chemistry. 

Special  stress  will  be  laid  upon  source  and  properties  of  toxins, 
auto-toxins  and  allied  substances,  and  also  upon  medico-legal  pathology. 

During  the  junior  year,  each  student  is  required  to  attend  at  least 
four  autopsies  under  the  supervision  of  the  professor  of  pathology. 

In  the  laboratory  course  will  be  taught  the  various  methods  of 
microscopic  technic  used  in  pathological  research.  The  student  will  be 
required  to  stain  and  mount  the  specimens  and  to  make  drawings  di- 
rectly from  the  microscope.  Numerous  unknown  tissues  will  be  given 
to  the  student  for  diagnosis.  A  large  collection  of  properly  prepared 
pathological  specimens,  slides  and  charts  are  at  the  disposal  of  teachers 
and  students. 

SENIOR   YEAR. 

Clinical  Laboratory.  The  didactic  work  in  this  branch  will  com- 
prise two  hours  weekly. 

During  the  senior  year  the  class  will  be  divided  into  convenient 
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sections  which  will  be  instructed  in  clinical  pathology  and  bacteriology. 
The  regular  work  will  consist  of  two  hours  each  week  for  each  section 
in  the  clinical  laboratory.  This  course  will  be  thorough  and  systematic. 
In  addition  to  this,  the  student  has  ample  opportunity  to  do  elective 
work — either  in  connection  with  the  Surgical,  Gynecological  and  Medical 
clinics  or  in  experimental  pathology.  Special  stress  will  be  laid  upon 
hoemotology,  urine  analysis,  examination  of  sputum,  digestive  ferments 
in  their  normal  or  pathological  condition  (stomach  contents),  examina- 
tion of  feces,  Wassermann's  reaction,  etc.  No  effort  has  been  spared 
by  the  College  management  to  equip  this  department  with  the  most 
practical  and  latest  apparatus  procurable. 

PHARMACOLOGY  AND  MATERIA  MEDICA.

This  subject  is  taught  by  recitations,  demonstrations,  didactic  and 
clinical  lectures.  It  extends  through  three  years  and  is  thoroughly 
graded. 

In  the  first  semester  of  the  first  year  the  student  is  taught  the 
elements  of  Pharmacy  and  the  various  classifications  of  drugs  accord- 
ing to  physiological  action,  natural  relations  and  chemical  properties. 
The  study  of  prescription  writing  and  incompatibilities  is  commenced. 
He  is  brought  into  actual  contact  with  drugs,  and  is  made  familiar 
with  the  various  preparations  by  work  in  the  laboratory,  quizzes  and 
recitations.  In  the  second  semester  three  hours  a  week  are  given  to 
recitations  on  the  study  of  drugs,  their  physical  properties,  botanical 
origin,  habitat,  and  chemical  composition.  The  study  of  prescriptions 
will  be  continued. 

In  the  second  year  one  lecture  and  two  recitations  a  week  are 
devoted  to  Materia  Medica  proper,  in  which  the  student  is  made  familiar 
with  the  various  drugs,  their  preparation,  doses  and  physiological  action, 

THERAPEUTICS.

Two  lectures  a  week  and  one  recitation  will  be  devoted  to  the  study 
of  the  application  of  drugs  to  disease.  During  this  time  the  principal 
drugs  in  the  various  classes  of  remedies  will  be  studied  in  relation  to 
their  therapeutic  uses.  In  the  second  semester  applied  therapeutics 
will  be  taught,  in  which  all  therapeutic  measures  will  be  studied.  Here 
the  student  will  be  required  to  write  prescriptions  and  give  such  direc- 
tions as  will  be  necessary  in  the  sick-room. 
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ELECTRO-THERAPEUTICS. 

Professor — 

Text— 

Realizing  the  importance  of  electricity  as  a  therapeutic  agent,  as 
well  as  its  value  for  diagnostic  purposes,  the  chair  of  Electro-Thera- 
peutics has  been  established,  in  which  the  uses  of  the  X-Ray,  Static, 
Galvanic  and  Feradic  currents  are  demonstrated  and  their  usages  ex- 
plained. The  limitations  in  Electro-Therapeutics  is  also  taught  in  this 
course. 

DIDACTIC  AND  CLINICAL  COURSES. 

In  keeping  with  the  advanced  and  approved  views  as  to  the  special 
value  of  clinical  teaching  in  medical  schools,  the  Medical  Department 
of  Marquette  University  has  established  for  its  clinical  curriculum  the 
following  clinical  courses. 

Clinics  will  be  held  regularly  throughout  the  year  at  the  following 
places  by  the  various  professors  : 

County  Hospital, 

Milwauliee  Hospital  for  Insane, 

Medical  Amphitheatre  of  College, 

Surgical  Amphitheatre  of  College, 

Milwaukee  Free  Dispensary. 

Maternity  Hospital, 

Misericordia  Hospital. 
Two  days  each  week  will  be  devoted  by  seniors  and  one-half  day 
by  junior  students  to  the  clinics  of  the  County  Hospital.

The  work  in  internal  medicine  begins  in  the  sophomore  year.  One 
hour  a  week  is  devoted  to  the  prniciples  of  medicine  and  physical  diag- 
nosis. In  the  junior  year  two  hours  a  week  throughout  the  entire  year 
is  given  to  the  principles  and  practice  of  medicine  and  physical  diagnosis 
and  two  hours  a  week  is  given  in  clinical  demonstrations  in  physical 
diagnosis.  In  addition  to  this  the  juniors  will  take  the  clinical  courses 
with  the  seniors  given  by  Drs.  Neilson  and  Jermain. 

In  the  senior  year  the  work  will  be  largely  clinical.  In  addition  to 
the  clinics  before  mentioned  the  senior  class  will  be  divided  into  sec- 
tions for  work  in  the  dispensaries  and  hospitals. 

The  clinical  laboratory  is  at  the  disposal  of  the  senior  students  and 
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sections  of  this  class  will  be  required  each  day  to  make  such  laboratory 
examinations  as  is  necessary  for  accurate  and  scientific  diagnosis.  Two 
days  in  each  week  will  be  spent  at  the  County  Hospital,  where  students 
will  be  taught  to  make  complete  medical  histories  and  will  be  assigned 
cases  to  watch  and  care  for  throughout  the  disease. 

SURGERY.

The  work  in  Surgery  begins  in  the  sophomore  year.  One  recitation 
a  week  is  given  on  the  Principles  of  Surgery.  In  the  junior  year  the 
study  of  the  Principles  of  Surgery  is  continued  for  two  hours  a  week, 
and  Drs.  Nolte,  Witte  and  Hayes  will  give  didactic  lectures  on  the  Prac- 
tice of  Surgery.  In  the  senior  year  the  course  is  largely  clinical,  Drs. 
Witte,  Purtell  and  Jobse  giving  clinics  throughout  the  year  at  Trinity 
Hospital,  and  Drs.  Purtell  and  Tisdale  at  the  County  Hospital.  At  these 
clinics  sections  of  the  class  are  required  to  come  into  the  arena  and 
make  diagnoses.  Surgical  pathology  is  given  an  important  place  in 
this  work.  Students  are  required  to  do  bandaging,  surgical  dressings 
and  special  work  in  anaesthesia.  This  work  is  done  under  proper  su- 
pervision in  the  Free  Dispensary  and  in  Trinity  Hospital. 

Orthopedic  Surgery  is  given  special  attention  in  this  course.  Dr. 
Frederick  Mueller,  late  associate  of  Professor  Lorenz,  will  give  bi- 
monthly clinics  in  this  important  branch  of  surgery,  and  in  addition  to 
the  regular  course  in  orthopedic  surgery  will  demonstrate  the  bloodless 
operations  for  congenital  dislocation  of  the  hip  joint,  club  foot,  etc. 

GYNECOLOGY.

Hill  and  Echols  will  each  give  one  clinic  a  week  to  both  seniors 
and  juniors.  Sections  of  the  senior  class  will  be  required  to  make  ex- 
aminations and  diagnosis  at  each  clinic  and,  in  addition  to  that  will  be 
given  opportunities  for  the  examination  and  treatment  of  cases  in  the 
Dispensary.

One  lecture  and  one  clinic  a  week  throughout  the  year  for  fourth  year 
men. 

OBSTERICS.

This  subject  will  be  taught  by  recitations,  lectures,  demonstrations 
and  by  practical  work  in  the  college,  hospitals  and  tenement  homes. 

Two  recitations  each  week  will  be  conducted  by  Dr.  Neilson  for  all 
third  year  students. 

The  senior  and  junior  classes  will  be  divided  into  sections  of  eight 
and  an  equivalent  to  one  hour  of  instruction  each  week  in  Ante-Partum 
examinations  will  be  given  these  sections  by  Dr.  Altman. 

Dr.  McMahon  will  conduct  a  practical  course  for  the  senior  class  in 
which  the  manikin  cadaver  and  pregnant  women  will  be  employed  to 
demonstrate  normal  and  abnormal  positions  and  presentations  and  their 
management.  Exercises  in  the  application  of  forceps  and  performance 
of  version  will  be  conducted  in  the  manikin. 

Dr.  Hipke  will  conduct  a  course  in  the  pathology  of  pregnancy,  the 
pathology  of  the  puerperium  and  obstetric  surgery. 

Clinical   instruction   in   the  management   of  normal   and  abnormal 
labors  will  be  given  in  the  amphitheatres  of  Trinity,  Misericordia  and

nessed the  labor  of  at  least  ten  women.

The  new  Misericordia  Maternity  Hospital  is  one  of  the  finest  insti- 
tutions of  its  kind  in  the  Northwest.  The  site  occupies  a  whole  square 
between  Chestnut  street  and  Cold  Spring  avenue.  The  large  and  com- 
modious building  has  been  remodeled  and  fitted  up  with  the  most  mod- 
ern equipment  for  the  care  of  obstetrical  patients  and  their  offspring. 

The  Milwaukee  Maternity  Hospital  and  Free  Dispensary  Associa- 
tion was  organized  in  November,  1906,  to  provide  proper  medical  care 
and  nursing  for  poor  women  during  confinement  at  the  hospital  or  in 
their  homes  and  to  stimulate  the  study  of  obstetrical  practice  and  fur- 
nish instruction  in  obstetrical  nursing.  The  large  obstetrical  clinic  of 
the  hospital  and  its  extensive  extra  mural  service  is  available  to  all 
members  of  the  senior  class. 

Clinical  instruction  imparted  in  the  obstetrical  wards  of  Trinity, 
Misericordia  and  the  Milwaukee  Maternity  Hospital,  combined  with  the 
extensive  extra  mural  service  of  Trinity  and  Milwaukee  Maternity  Hos- 
pitals, assures  abundance  of  clinical  material  in  this  most  important 
branch  of  medicine. 

DERMATOLOGY  AND   VENEREAL    DISEASES. 

Professor — A.  H.  Purdy. 

Associate  Professor  of  Dermatology — R.  G.  Washburn. 

Instructors — J.  J.  Heffron,  S.  M.  Markson. 

Tewt — Schamberg,  Stelwagon,  White  and  Martin. 

The  work  in  this  department  is  taught  by  didactic  lectures,  clinics 
and  quizzes. 

Professor  Purdy  gives  one  clinical  lecture  each  week  to  seniors  and 
juniors  and  one  didactic  to  juniors. 

Daily  clinics  for  seniors  and  juniors  in  the  dispensary.  Clinical 
material  is  ample. 

Professor  R.  G.  Washburn  gives  a  clinic  once  a  week  throughout 
the  year  at  the  County  Hospital  for  members  of  the  senior  class. 

The  classes  are  divided  into  sections  and  the  individuals  are  ex- 
pected to  make  diagnoses  and  prescribe  treatment  for  the  cases. 

One  didactic  and  one  clinical  lecture  for  junior  and  senior  students 
is  given  during  entire  session. 

The  writing  of  case  histories  is  required  of  seniors,  and  a  sys- 
tematic course  of  quizzing  is  pursued. 

OPHTHALMOLOGY. 

Professors — G.  I.  Hogue,  A.  J.  Taugher. 
Clinical  Instructor — C.  C.  Messmer. 

Text — May,  Fox,  Wood  and  Woodruff,  Jackson. 
One  recitation  a  week  will  be  given  on  this  subject  in  the  senior 
year.     While  it  is  not  the  purpose  of  this  course  to  make  specialists, 
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great  stress  will  be  laid  upon  the  diagnosis  of  diseases  of  the  eye.  Op- 
erative work  will  be  demonstrated  in  the  clinics  and  the  dispensary  fur- 
nishes abundant  material  for  the  use  of  the  ophthalmoscope.  Refraction 
will  be  given  its  proper  place  in  the  curriculum  and  it  will  be  the  aim 
to  give  the  student  a  general  grounding  in  this  subject. 

The  subject  of  Ophthalmology  will  be  taught  from  specimens,  prep- 
arations, instruments,  operative  surgery  on  the  cadaver  and  clinical  in- 
structions both  medical  and  operative.  The  choice  of  subjects  and 
patients  will  be  limited  as  much  as  possible  to  cases  met  with  in  gen- 
eral practice. 

This  course  is  not  designed  to  make  specialists,  but  to  cover  those 
portions  of  the  subjects  necessary  for  the  general  practitioner. 

OTOLOGY,    LARYNGOLOGY,    RHINOLOGY. 

Professor — Herman  Stolte. 

Associate — Franz  Pfister. 

Text — Kyle. 

I.     Didactic  Lectures. 

This  subject  is  treated  with  a  view  of  training  the  students  as  gen- 
eral practitioners  rather  than  specialists.  The  Anatomy,  Physiology, 
Pathology,  Etiology  and  Diagnosis  is  taught  by  didactic  lectures,  quizzes 
and  demonstrations  from  specimens,  charts  and  models,  and  enough  of 
the  Therapy  is  given  for  the  purposes  of  the  general  practitioner. 

The  Free  Dispensary  is  so  equipped  that  examinations  may  be  made 
upon  several  patients  at  the  same  time,  thus  affording  each  student 
ample  personal  instruction  in  the  examination  of  the  Ear,  Nose  and 
Throat.  Minor  operations  and  treatments  are  also  given  here.  The 
purpose  of  tlie  Laryngoscope,  Rhinoscope  and  Otoscope  is  not  only  dem- 
onstrated here,  but  the  students  acquire  facility  in  the  technic  of  these 
operations  by  the  constant  use  of  these  instruments.  This  work  is  un- 
der the  direct  charge  of  Professiors  Stolte  and  Pfister. 

Amphitheatre  clinics  are  given  alternately  at  Trinity  Hospital  and 
the  Milwaukee  County  Hospital,  in  which  the  major  operations  upon 
the  Ear,  Nose  and  Throat  are  performed. 

FORENSIC  MEDICINE  AND  MILITARY  HYGIENE. 

Professor — Wm.  .T.  Cronyn. 

Associate — W.  H.  Bennett. 

Te-Tt — Taylor. 

This  course  will  consist  of  one  lecture  a  week  for  one  semester  and 
will  cover  the  ground  of  medical  evidence  or  expert  testimony,  the  ob- 
ligations and  rights  of  physicians  and  surgeons,  the  legal  relations  of 
insanity,  the  medico-legal  aspect  of  accidental,  suicidal  and  homicidal 
death,  and  the  conduct  of  the  physician  in  investigations  in  or  out  of 
court. 
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The  war  with  Spain  in  the  Philippines  and  the  Russo-Japanese  war 
has  brought  the  medical  man  more  in  evidence  as  a  necessary  factor  for 
the  preservation  of  an  army.  It  has  become  essential  for  progressive 
medical  colleges  to  teach  and  keep  abreast  with  the  latest  system  of 
sanitary  science.  Students  who  contemplate  a  military  career  must  be 
qualified  to  pass  examination  in  military  hygiene  for  appointments  as 
assistant  surgeons  in  the  regular  or  volunteer  army  or  navy,  as  camp 
sanitation  and  personal  hygiene  are  now  recognized  as  the  great  factors 
for  maintaining  the  strength  of  an  army  in  the  field.  The  course  on 
Military  Hygiene  will  be  given  by  Prof.  Cronyn. 

REQUIREMENTS  FOR  ADMISSION. 

A  bachelor's  degree  in  Arts  and  Science,  a  diploma  from  an  accred- 
ited high  school,  normal  school  or  academy  will  be  accepted  as  entrance 
credentials. 

In  the  event  of  a  student  not  having  completed  his  full  high  school 
course  or  having  done  special  work  in  high  school,  college  or  academy, 
he  may  enter  by  examination  conducted  by  an  examiner  appointed  by 
the  Board  of  Medical  Examiners  of  the  State  of  Wisconsin,  whose  cer- 
tificate will  be  accepted  by  this  college. 

Fourteen  units  or  28  points  are  required  for  admission.  Six  units 
(12  points)  are  required  of  all  and  eight  units  (16  points)  are  elective. 

A  student  may  be  matriculated,  conditioned  in  not  more  than  6 
points.

CLASS  ADVANCEMENT  AND  CONDITIONS. 

Students  are  required  to  take  the  final  examinations  at  the  end  of 
the  session  in  order  to  be  eligible  for  advancement  in  their  respective 
classes.  Any  student  failing  in  more  than  two  branches  will  not  be 
entitled  to  a  card  allowing  him  to  enter  the  advanced  class.  No  condi- 
tion will  be  allowed  to  be  carried  for  more  than  twelve  months.  Stu- 
dents will  not  be  allowed  to  enter  the  junior  class  carrying  freshman 
conditions,  nor  the  senior  class  carrying  sophomore  conditions.  Senior 
students  must  have  made  up  all  conditions  by  the  end  of  the  first  sem- 
ester in  order  to  be  eligible  to  apply  for  examination  for  the  degree  of 
Doctor  of  Medicine. 

Students  from  other  recognized  medical  colleges  maliing  application 
for  advanced  standing  in  Marquette  must  present  to  the  Committee  on 
Credentials  record  for  all  work  in  which  credit  is  desired.  Graduates 
and  students  of  recognized  Homeopathic  and  Eclectic  schools  will  be 
allowed  credit  for  as  many  years  as  they  have  attended  those  institu- 
tions but  will  be  obliged  to  present  satisfactory  evidence  of  the  work 
done  for  which  they  desire  credit, 

REQUIREMENTS  FOR  GRADUATION. 

Having  completed  the  four  years'  course  and  all  work  obligatory  to 
it,  in  a  satisfactory  manner,  the  student  is  entitled  to  apply  for  the 
degree  of  doctor  of  medicine  (M,  D.).  under  the  following  restrictions: 

1,  The  candidate  must  not  be  less  than  twenty-one  years  of  age 
and  must  be  ixjssessed  of  a  good  moral  character. 
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2.  He  must  have  attended  four  full  courses  of  lectures  in  a  medical 
college,  the  last  of  which  must  have  been  taken  in  this  college. 

3.  He  must  be  in  possession  of  tickets  shovv^ing  that  he  has  satis- 
factorily passed  all  branches  of  the  course. 

4.  He  must  be  in  possession  of  tickets  showing  that  he  has  attended 
at  least  ten  cases  of  labor. 

5.  He  must  have  paid  all  fees  in  full. 

COMBINED  COURSES. 

It  is  desirable  that  those  who  can  should  have  the  broadening  in- 
fluence of  a  college  education  before  entering  upon  the  practice  of 
medicine. 

Educators  realize  that  much  of  the  work  in  a  post-graduate  course, 
such  as  medicine,  has  intrinsic  value  from  the  purely  cultural  side  of 
education. 

The  courses  have  been  arranged  so  that  a  Bachelor  Degree  and  the 
Doctor's  Degree  may  both  be  acquired  in  six  years.  The  first  two  years 
are  taken  with  the  Arts  and  Science  classes  at  the  University ;  the  next 
two  years  are  taken  in  the  Medical  Department,  being  regularly  matric- 
ulated in  that  department,  but  still  carrying  some  work  in  the  College  of 
Arts.  At  the  end  of  this  time  the  student  may  receive  the  Degree  of 
Bachelor  of  Science,  or  if  he  has  fulfilled  the  requirements  of  the  Clas- 
sics, Bachelor  of  Arts.  The  next  two  years  are  taken  in  the  Clinical 
Department  of  the  College  of  Medicine,  after  which  he  may  receive  his 
M.  D.  Degree. 

Finally,  it  must  be  borne  in  mind  that  a  faithful  performance  of 
the  work  as  outlined  in  this  prospectus  will  be  expected  and  demanded 
of  every  student,  and  that  the  College  reserves  th  right,  at  all  times,  to 
make  such  alterations  and  additions  as  may  be  deemed  advisable.  It 
also  reserves  the  right,  at  any  time,  to  terminate  its  relations  with  any 
student,  whom  it  may  regard  as  morally  or  mentally  unfit  for  the  pro- 
fession, or  for  ungentlemanly  conduct  while  connected  with  the  school. 

FEES  FOR  THE  YEAR  1911-1912. 

Students  must  register  before  being  accorded  any  of  the  privileges 
of  the  College.  Instead  of  dividing  fees  into  lectures,  laboratory,  etc., 
a  uniform  fee  will  be  charged  to  all  students  alike.  This  will  cover  all 
didactic,  clinical  and  laboratory  instruction.    The  following  are  the  fees :

To  those  paying  full  fee  in  advance  of  a  deduction  of  five  dollars 
will  be  made.

Tickets  cannot  be  trans- 
ferred and  fees  will  not  be  returned.

Tickets  for  separate  branches  may  be  taken  out  at  $20.00  each  after 
paying  matriculation  fee  of  $5.00. 

An  incidenal  fee  of  $15.00  will  be  charged  to  all  candidates  for 
graduation.    This  fee  must  be  paid  on  or  before  April  1,  1912. 

Fees  must  be  paid  according  to  foregoing  schedules  by  all  matricu- 
lates and  special  students,  including  those  who  have  already  received 
the  degree  of  M.  D.,  except  alumni  of  the  college. 

Graduates  of  this  College  will  be  admitted  to  all  privileges  of  the 
school  upon  the  payment  of  the  $5.00  matriculation  fee.  Tb  graduates 
of  other  recognized  medical  colleges  the  established  undergraduate  fee 
will  be  charged. 

Living    Expenses. 

The  cost  of  living  in  Milwaukee  is  comparatively  low.  Good  board 
and  room  may  be  had  within  easy  reach  of  the  college  at  $5.00  per  week. 
By  renting  rooms  and  associating  in  clubs,  as  many  of  the  students  are 
now  doing,  this  cost  of  living  may  be  materially  reduced.  By  applying 
to  the  clerk  in  the  College  office  the  addresses  of  boarding  places  may 
be  learned. 

HOSPITAL  APPOINTMENTS. 

The  necessity  for  hospital  training  is  more  and  more  apparent  and 
all  students  who  can  should  avail  themselves  of  the  opportunity  of  at 
least  one  year  in  hospital  service. 

Marquette  University  offers  many  opportunities  in  this  line,  as  she 
has  many  interneships  at  her  disposal.  Students  desiring  such  appoint- 
ments should  make  application  early  in  the  year,  as  many  of  these  posi- 
tions are  obtained  by  competitive  examination.  Class  records  and  hos- 
pital conduct  are  also  factors  in  receiving  these  appointments. 

Arriving  in  Milwaukee,  the  student  would  do  well  to  go  imme- 
diately to  the  College  office,  corner  of  Ninth  and  Wells  streets,  where 
accurate  and  reliable  information  regarding  rooms,  boarding  houses  and 
college  matters  may  be  obtained.  We  would  also  suggest  that  personal 
mail  addressed  to  students,  in  care  of  the  College,  is  certain  of  prompt 
delivery.
